Holland wpre brought together. The 
Shorlhoriiit were the renult. Thonian 
BateB bred the milking tyiie cattle 
Thomas Dcwth, another great breed 
er of cattle produced a type enijecia!' 
ly adapted for beef |>roductlon. I^ter 
!■ IKST. Amos Crulckatuink develop«'d 
what Ih known as the Scotch Short- 
horn, which is the beef ty[»e of today 
In IT*".! a few Shorthorns were Im- 
ported into Virginia. Slnie this early 
importation, these cattle Ix'came very 
popular In the New England Hiali s 
and In the com belt of America. 
Shorthorn cattle are the raosi pupul- 
iar and their dtatributian is world 
wide. An Austrnlian Shorthoni cow 
now holds the world's luitler fat rec 
ord. When countries become more 
thickly populated and Intenaive agrl 
culture is necessary, farmers will 
Juiu to a type of cattle that will pro 
duce both beef and milk This is the 
case In Kngland. where ninety per 
cent of all the milk in supiilied by the 
Shorthorn breed. They will do better 
under ordinary farm comlltions and 
are more adapted to feeding in the 
com btdt than any other breed. On 
account of their dams being able to 
produce large quantities of rich mllh- 
the calves grow faat and attain early 
maturity. The American people are 
now demanding the tender cuts from 
younger animals. 

The outcome of the Shorthorn 
Congress Sale showa that the de- 
mand (or breediiig stock la much 
stronger. The general average Ibis 
year was »298.40, while last year's 
average was | 1B4.60. It was a 
Canadian breeder who hail the hoaor 
of abowInK the grand champion bull 
of the show. This bull opened the 
first day's auction and was sold for 
fl.ROO.OO to The Iowa State College. 
I believe that the Congress Is a good 
place to buy breeding cattle because 
one knows what he Is buying after 
the judges have placed the animals. 

On our way home we talked about 
beef cattle. We discussed the short- 
age in breeding stock and the re-
